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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed on November 7, 2005 , has been reviewed and the comments 
of the Patent and Trademark Office have been considered. Prior to this paper, claims 20-24 
and 31-38 were pending. By this paper, Applicants do not add or cancel any claims. 
Therefore, claims 20-24 and 31-38 remain pending. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the present application is in condition for 
allowance for at least the reasons that follow. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank Examiner Gray for allowing claims 20, 22-24, 31-32 and 34-38. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §112, Second Paragraph 

In the Office Action, claims 21 and 33 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite. As seen above, claims 21 and 33 have been amended, without 
prejudice or disclaimer, and Applicants respectfully request reconsideration in view of these 
amendments. Specifically, Applicants respectfully submit that with the introduction of the 
language "the step of in the claims, there can be no ambiguity as to whether the subject 
language is drawn to the coating step or the coating layer. Allowance is respectfully 
requested.
